Report  of  School  Board  and 
Treasurer. 


We  crave  your  indulgence  for  just  a  few  moments, 
citizens  of  the  Gilmanton  School  District,  while  we  talk  to 
you  of  matters  pertaining  to  the  year  just  closed. 

There  have  been  thirty  weeks  of  school  maintained  in 
nine  of  the  districts  during  the  past  year. 

The  Kelley  school  lost  several  weeks  in  the  Winter  term 
preceeding  the  last,  conequently  32  weeks  were  held  in  the 
year  just  closed. 

Your  board  has  been  fortunate  in  most  instances  in 
securing  former  teachers  for  the  school. 

We  find  by  following  this  method  thart  far  better 
progress  can  be  attained.  In  most  of  our  schools  we  are 
able  to  report  very  satisfactory  results,  but  there  have  been 
a  few  in  which  the  advancement  has  not  been  all  that  we 
desire. 

In  most  cases,  however,  the  teachers  have  been  pains- 
taking and  conscientious.  The  children,  too,  have  shown 
a  decided  interest  in  their  work,  therefore  have  made 
marked  improvement. 

Just  take  a  look  at  the  statistical  table  and  inform 
yourself  as  to  where  the  schools  have  been  in  session, 
names  of  teachers,  salaries  paid  and  most  anything  you 
may  wish  to  know  relative  to  work  done  in  our  schools  for 
1912. 

.The  board  suffered  quite  a  loss  in  September  by  the 
resignation  of  Prof.  T.  H.  Eaton.  Mr.  Eaton  was  elected 
last  March  for  a  8  year  term  and  was  well  qualified  for  the 
duties  as    member  of  the  school  board. 
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Mr.  Merrill's  very  serious  illness  has  interfered  with  his 
usual  careful  supervision  of  the  schools. 

Lest  we  forget  we  would  call  your  attention  to  the  roll 
of  perfect  attendence.  It  is  not  so  lengthy  as  we  might 
wish,  but  worthy  of  your  consideration. 

Children  who  attend  school  for  150  days  in  the  year 
without  being  absent  or  tardy,  are  certainly  doing 
extremely  well. 

In  this  connection  allow  us  to  note  that  in  a  few  of  our 
schools,  the  absent  and  tardy  marks  are  altogether  too 
numerous.  The  effect  of  irregular  attendence  is  most 
harmful  to  any  school.  We  earnestly  solicit  the  aid  of  all 
parents  in  helping  to  make  every  child  of  school  age  a 
regular  attendant. 

You  will  note  that  an  article  has  been  inserted  in  the 
school  warrant  calling  your  attention  to  the  matter  of 
expert  supervision  of  schools. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  this  district  will  decide  to  unite 
with  other  towns  and  employ  a  superintendent.  In  most 
towns  about  us  the  plan  has  been  tried  wirh  satisfactory 
results. 

You  certainly  join  with  us  in  saying  that  a  man  who 
makes  school  work  his  entire  occupation  is  far  better 
qualified  to  guide  a  teacher  and  pupils  than  a  man  who  only 
spends  a  part  of  his  time  in  so  doing. 

Vote  for  this  article  by  all  means. 

Please  allow  us  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  who  have 
so  kindly  aided  us  in  our  endeavor  to  educate  the  children 
of  Gilmanton  for  the  past  year.
